GOVERNMENT
IS DEFEATED

Astoria Railroad Company Wins
Suit Instituted to Require It
to Reduce Rates.

JUDGE BELLINGER DECIDES

Holds That Local Line Can Not
Be Made Party to Land-Grant
Arrangement Made With
Northern Pacifte,

Portland, July 12.—(Special)—Judge
Bellinger yesterday, In the suit of the
United States against the Astoria & Co~
lumbia River Railroad Company, ex-
pressed the opinion that the company
Is not required to transport freight and
passengers for the government at one-
half Its regular rates,

Land-grant roads must carry govern-
ment frelght and passengers at 50 per
cent of the regular charge, The As-
toria & Columbia River Rallroad Com-
pany useés the track of the Northern
Pacific company from Portland to Go-
ble, and, as the Northern Pacific Is a
land-grant road, the question was
ralsed If the Astoria line does not also
come under the half-rate provision
when It uses the track of a land-grant
line.

Judge Bellinger called attention to
the fact that the Northern Paclfic com-
pany still carvies freight and passen-
gers for the government between Goble
and Portland for 50 per cent of the
regular rate, and sald he thought the
trackage arrangement between the two
companies was not a vielation of the
contract between the United States and
the Northern Pacific Rallroad Com-
pany.

United States District Attorney John
H. Hall appeared for the government
and United States Senator Charles W,
Fulton for the railroand company. Judge
Bellinger, after a few minutes’ ques-
tioning, Intimated that his decision
would be In favor of the Astoria &
Columbia River Rallroad Company,
The position of both sides will be sub-
mitted briefly in writing and the de-
clislon of the court will then be made.
